SITUATION NOT CRITICAL. 


Administration Not Alarmed by Af- 
fairs in Cuba—Gen. Brooke Has 
Full Authority. 


Washington, May 17.—Gen. Brooke 
has not reported to the war department 
any serious situation in Cuba, and it is 
not believed at the department that any 
alarm need be felt regarding the condi- 
tion of affairs. 

Communications that Gen. Brooke 
has made to the war department re- 
rarding the situation are not given to 
the public, but the officials understand 
that the source of the present trouble 
is that the “generals” of the Cuban 
army are disappointed because they are 
not likely to realize as much out of the 
money appropriated for the any as 
they think they should. These “gen- 
erals” all believed that they would se- 
cure a proportion of the money equal 
to their rank and their own estimate 
of their services. The whole trouble 
regarding the payment of the money 
and the delay may be traced directly to 
these officers who, as members of the 
assembly, or as stpporters of Gomez, 
have constantly raised obstacles in the 
way of a peaceful disarmament of the 
Cubans and the settlement of the af- 
fairs of the island. 

One thing is assured beyond all other 
The United States will 
remain for the present in absolute con- 
trol of the island and the orders of the 
officers in command will be sustained 
by the government at Washington. 

Havana, May 17. 
which Gen. Maximo Gomez is preparing 
to issue will not only review his own po- 
sition as to the payment of the Cuban 
army, but probably will direct the 
forces to disband. Following its pub- 
lication, Governor General Brooke will 
issue a modified order eliminating the 
necessity for the participation of any 
Cuban commissioner in the distribution 
of the $3,000,000. The governor general 
regards Gomez as having acted sin- 
cerely throughout, and believes that his 
withdrawal from the question of. the 
distribution to an attitude of “friendly 
inactivity” has been forced upon him 
by the desertion of those generals upon 
whom he relied. 

Americans residing in Havana, espe- 
vially those who have been here since 
the beginning of the military occupa- 
tion, look upon the present anti-Ameri- 
can outburst as similar to the Garcia 
funeral incident, and the excitement 
which followed the prohibition of dem- 
onstrations on January 1. It is really 
a very simple matter.

Ready to, Evacuate, 

Madrid, May 17.—Gen. Rios, in com- 
mand of the Spanish troops remaining 
in the Philippine islands, has cabled to 
the war office here announcing that he 
has entered into an agreement with 
Maj. Gen. Otis, the American command- 
er, for an immediate Spanish evacua- 
tion of Zamboanga and Jolo. Conse- 
quently, the dispatch adds, the steam- 
er Leon XIII. has been started with 
American troops, who will occupy Jolo 


and render honors to the Spanish flag 


on the departure of the Spanish troops. 
The Leon XIII. will proceed from 
Jolo to Zamboanga, where the vessel 
will be met by Gen. Rios with the 
steamers Porto Rico and Uranus. The 
Spanish general will superintend the 
evacuation. 

The dispatch further says the Amer- 
icans will not occupy Zamboagna. 

Released by Gen. Luna. 

Manila, May 17.—Messrs. Carrick and 
Holmes, the American and Canadian 
civilians captured at the Calumpit rice 
mill, huve been released by the rebel 
Gen. Luna, who saw them through his 
lines with several Englishmen, who re- 
ceive 48-hours’ notice to leave repel 
territory. 

Gen. Lawton’s advance force has left 
San Miguel, and is moving in the di- 
rection of San Isidro. A rainstorm im- 
peded the progress of the troops, and 
severed theline of communication when 
the force was within seven miles of 
its destination. 
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GONE TO HIS REWARD. 


Death in Cincinnati of Rev. Dr. Nast, 
Founder of German Meth- 
odism in America. 


Cincinnati, May 17.—Rev. Dr. William 
Nast, the founder of German Meth- 
odism in America, died Tuesday after- 
noon, aged 92. He was born at Stutt- 
gart, Germany, educated at Tuebingen 
university, came to America in 1828, en- 
tered the Cincinnati conference in 1837. 
From that time to the day of his death 
he edited the Christian Apologist, the 
CGermanorgan of the German Methodist 
Episcopal church in America. Dr.Nast 
took in his family and educated as an 
orphan Charles Nordhoff, the distin- 
guished journalist and author. As a re- 
sult of his work the German Methodist 
church to-day has in America and Eu- 
rope 13 conferences, 800 preachers and 
more than a thousand churches, with 
90,000 members. The value of the 
church pr operty exceeds $7,000,000. Dr. 
Nast was a member of nearly every 
general conference since 1848. 


TO BUY HOME FOR DEWEY. 


National Committee of the Dewey 
Home Fund Sends Out an 
Address. 


Washington, May 17.—The national 
committee of the Dewey home fund, 
consisting of Frank A. Vanderlip, as- 
sistant* secretary of the treasury; 
Charles H. Allen, assistant secretary of 
the navy; Brig. Gen. Henry C. Corbin, 
Perry S. Heath, first assistant post- 
master general, and Ellis H. Roberts, 
treasurer of the United States, have is- 
sued an address to the people of the 
United States suggesting the purchase 
for Admiral Dewey of a home in Wash- 
ington by funds raised by popular sub- 
seription.

A Natural Railway Tunnel 

One of the most remarkable tun- 
nels in the world is the natural rail- 
way tunnel on the line of the South 
Atlantic and Ohio railway, in Scott 
county, Virginia. The railway appar- 
ently, and in fact, enters a natural 
| cave or grotto and disappears in the | 
heart of the mountain. The entrance 
to the cavern is about fifty feet square. 
Inside of it the railway runs through 
a series of chambers for about 1,500 
feet, when it emerges from the other 
side of the mountain. The cave-tun- 
nel is all in limestone. It serves not 
only as a natural railway tunnel, but 
also as a channel for a small stream 
known as Stock creek. Virginia also 
possessega natural bridge over one of 
‘the affluents of the James river, about 
twenty-five miles nothwest of Lynch- 
burg, which is noted for its beauty.

A Natural Railway Tunnel. 

One of the most remarkable tun- 
nels in the world is the natural rail- 
way tunnel on the line of the South 
Atlantic and Ohio railway, in Scott 
county, Virginia. -The railway. appar- 
ently, and in fact, entérs a natural 
cave or grotto and disappears in the 
heart of the mountain. The entrance 
to the cavern is about fifty feet square. 
Inside of it the railway runs through 
a series of chambers for about 1,500 
feet, when it emerges from the other 
side of the mountain.. The cave-tun- 
nel is all in limestone. It serves not 
only as a natural railway tunnel, but 
also aS a channel for a small stream 
known as Stock ereek. Virginia also 
possessega natural bridge over one of 
the affluents of the James river, about 
twenty-five miles nothwest of Lynch- 
burg, which is noted for its beauty.
